ity to Europe would 
injure 
the 


United States. 


Rufus C. Dawes, who was chief 
of the American section of the com- 
mittee of experts of the repara- 
tions commission, which formulated 
the Dawes plan—so stated today in 
an address on' the settlement of 
France's indebtedness to the United 
States before the Robert Morris as- 
sociates, 
a 
group 
of American 
Credit bankers. 


"The prompt acceptance "by the 


United States, said Dawes, 'of the 
offer of France ,to pay over a period 
of sixty-eight i-ears an aggregate 
of about six billion dollars, prin- 
cipal and interest upon a debt of 
about three and 
a 
third billion 


dollars, would have removed the 
last obstacle to world recovery. 


"To have rejected this offer, to 


let the Caillaux delegation return 
to France and report that another 
five-year period of 
political con- 


troversy and wrangling must be 
endured before a definite settlement 
may prove to be an international 
calamity." 


Examining the financial condi- 
tions in France, Dawes pointed out 
that payment in full by Germany 
of her indemnities would not reim- 
burse France for the rebuilding- of 
her devastated area. 
With taxes 


on incomes of 20 per cent of more 
in France, as compared with 11% 
per cent in this country, "one won- 
ders at their courage in assuming 
the obligation of even one hundred 
million 
dollars 
annually; 
while 


Dawes believed "it would surely re- 
quire more than human wisdom to 
assert now that during the next 
sixty-eight years France could raise 
and punctually pay the sum of 
$150,000,000 annually."

Driving Hate Out Of the 


Hearts of Europe 


I 


N THE EARLY EVENING of Friday, October 16, 


two men, one long-haired and brigandish in appear- 
ance, the other plump and bald, appeared, arm in 


arm and smiling at a brightly lighted window of the court- 
house of the little red-roofed Swiss town of Locarno and 
bowed to a waiting crowd outside that burst into cheers at 
their appearance. 
Another waved from the window a paper 


tied with ribbon, and the cheers were redoubled. 
At the 


same time fireworks blazed against the darkening sky and the 
encircling mountains, and shot their many-colored reflections 
across the waters of Lake Maggiore. 
The two men were 


Aristide Briand, Foreign Minister of France, and Hans 
Luther, Chancellor of the German Republic; and the paper 
was the just signed security pact which was destined to be 
one of the most famous documents of history. 


This momentary picture, sketched in the dispatches of 


the correspondents, in a sense symbolizes the results of the 
Locarno Conference—results which mark, in the opinion of 
many observers, the dawn of a new era of peace and good- 
will in Europe. 
France and Belgium and Germany, the 


ancient enemies, have promised, in effect, never to fight 
again. 
And as an earnest of good faith they have signed 


five treaties and have agreed that between them shall stand 
a demilitarized zone along the Rhine which neither will ever 
cross to attack the other.

mean the founding of the United States of Europe,' is re- 
ported in "The Literary Digest," this week's issue, dated 
October 31.

Couzens and Capper are inclined to agree with the Texan, and one of the Washington 
Star's political writers concludes that "the liberal wing of the Republicans in Con- 
gress is liable to look very favorably upon the $5,000 exemption opposed by Secretary 
Mellon."

Practice of Law 


CINCINNATI, Oct, 23—OP)—Ade- 


quate preparation for the law was 
urged by Chief Justice Taft In a 
dedicatory address here Wednes- 
day at the Alphonss Taft law school 
building of the University of Cin- 
cinnati. 


A thorough general education Is 


needed, he said, to prepare a law- 
yer to take anything which may 
may be the subject matter of ne- 
gotiations by his clients or involved 
in their litigation. 


"No one can sit in a court of jus- 


tice," he continued, "and not realiEe 
how men suffer, how injustice is 
done and that cannot be remedied, 
through the ignorance and bluend- 
ering of men who have acquired the 
right to practice law. The interests 
of society demand that legislation 
and those charged with legal 'edu- 
cation shall put the bars against 
accepting candidates inadequately 
prepared."

ments, declaring he hoped that no 
university law school would admit 
an applicant -.vbc had not ;\ bach- 
elor's degree in a collegiate institu- 
tion.

Exist In Nebraska 


(Associated Press) 
Iron 
ore 
in Nebraska 
is fre- 


quently found under Dakota sand- 
atone strata, but 
its 
percentage 
amounts to only 14 or 15 per cent, 
a negligible proportion for mining 
operation in the opinion of Dr. G. E. 
Condra, director of the state geo- 
logical survey, University of Ne- 
braska, 
Dr. Condra's statement 
was in 
the form of a comment on a report 
that a "vein" of the ore was iouncl 
under tne city of Lincoln by Water 
Commissioner William 
Schroeder, 


while digging a water 
well, at a 
depth of 130 feet. Mr. Schroeder 
asserted that the "vein" was 
IS 


inches thick. 
"There is no vein of iron ore in 
this state," declared Dr. Condra. 
"The so-called vein is merely con- 
cretionary 
ore—a deposit of the 
metal found in many counties of 
Nebraska, particularly in Dakota 
county. 
"These deposits run only about 
14 or 15 per cent iron ore and this 
percent is far too low to warrant 
mining the metal. In the old days 
the eastern colonies mined ore with 
this percntag.e but only bcause at 
that time the Mesaba and other iron 
ranges were unknown. Today, this 
small percentage would economic- 
ally prohibit mining in any part of 
the country."

Austen Chamberlain, the British foreign minster, 


.tvho is now receiving,recognition as 
the 
leading 


spirit back of the Locarno pact, had always seemed 
to fall just short of the mark. 


As a young man the career which stretched be- 


fore him was most promising. 


His maiden speech in the House of Commons 


evoked 
warm 
words 
of praise 
from 
Gladstone. 


He was recognized as 
possessing 
sound 
mental 


attainments. He was known to be chivalrous and 
in a measure idealistic—his resignation from the 
secretaryship of India because of a tragic blun- 
der 
for which he was 
clearly not responsible 


•was indication of his fine sense of official duty 
But in spite of all of this his mind seemed to be 
commonplace when the big test came. HP lacked thp 
imagination which is so much a part of successful 
statesmanship in the eyes of the experienced diplo- 
mats of Europe. 


So this young man who was early recognized as 


a potential premier of the British empire disappoint- 
ed his f; lends and well-wishers. The years rollrd In 
and Austen Chamberlain never attained the premier- 
ship. 


Is to cost nearly a third of a billion dollars 


to get rid of the grade crossings in New York alon>\ 
how many billions will it cost to make such an im- 
provement In the entire nation? Doubtless the sum 
would be so grea.t as to stagger one. Yet the time 
must eventually come when these mantr'aps no longer 
exist. All progressive roads are now and have been 
for years getting rid of them as rapidly as economic 
conditions would allow, but the process 'is of course, 
necessarily slow. 


While such an amendment as the ono pending 


might carry in New York, it would not sven be con- 
sidered in Nebraska or probably any other western 
state. The people would want to know why they 
should borrow money and loan it to the railroads 
while the credit of the latter was prefectly good; 
and they would reason that if the roads coiiid be com- 
pelled to bear half the cost of eliminating the cross- 
ings when the state advanced ths money they could 
also be required., to do the same thing if the mi>nsy 
vtre obtained els'ewhere. 


But of course if the state issi!-:s the bonds they 


are free of tax and the interest rate correspondingly 
lower. Perhaps New York people want to get rid of 
the crossings badly enough to pa/ ihe price, just as 
those out in this part of the country usc-l to bond 
Uiemselves to the broak'ig poinr for the purpose of 
having railroads built. Not much of that sort of 
thing is done in^this later day, however.

TOO-TOO-THIN? (Part V.) 
LIFE'S MINOR COLLISIONS 


Life's minor collisions—what a series of pictures that brings up! 
llicrc are uane who escape them. Happily, the most of us give them 
only the attention they merit and soon forget them. Today I am going 
to apply^ny text to the underweight persons who have appealed to me to 
help them to gain. It has been my observation that thye react too pro- 
t.oundly to these collisions and, in so doing, use up very much of their 
-nergy which they should be keeping for moreworthwhile' purposes.

Then came Locarno. 
It fell to the part of Chamberlain as British'? 


minister of foreign affairs to wrestle with the problem 
of European security—an issue which hUU t>aff!e<l 
George. Woodrow Wilson and Clemenceau. Viscount 
Cecil and Ramsey Macdonald—a problem which had 
proved a stumbling block to every statesman who h 
attempted to work out a solution. Europe smiled 
whimsically when it was 
announced 
that 
Austen 


Chamberlain would be entrusted with its determina- 
tion. Before he set sail for the continent Chamberlain 
had denounced the Geneva protocol in characteristic 
fashion, had indicated definitely and beyond rocal' 
that he wanted nothing to do with it. Behold, then 
it was this same Chamberlain, once in the swirlinu 
vortex of European statesmanship, who returned to 
the principles underlying the Geneva protocol. 


Of the program in which Chamberlain played the 


leading role at Locarno, The New York Times re- 
marks: 


"As the days pass his achievement, solidly prac- 
tical as it is. has been increasingly recognized as 
Highly idealistic and imaginative—in "full accord with 
the letter and tho spirit of both covenant and proto- 
col—yet profoundly original and fruitful." 


. What Chamberlain has succeeded in doing-, with 


the help of very able colleagues, has been to deal a 
death blow to the old theory of balance of power in 
Europe. It 1-1 been this pernicious retention of the 
system of balances which served to plunge Europe 
into costly wars. There will never be another mad 
scramble for alliances and agreements which would 
place in the hands of certain nations control of the af- 
fairs of the continent. The next war, if conflict should 
come, will not be fought under the conditions which 
prevailed Jn 1014. Resort of the sword will be had only 
because a solemn agreement lo base the peace of th«= 
world upon justice has been flagrantly broken bv 
some offending nation. Then the fury of all civilized 
nations will fall upon the shoulders of the offending 
nation. 


Under the' formulas of Locarno, the wars of the 


future must be struggles for the preservation of peace. 
They -will _call upon world conscience to determine 
the guilty "and to administer the punishment.. And 
against the offender the mighty force of world opinion 
will be directed. 


That is the contribution which the unimagina- 


tive, disappointing Austen Chamberlain has made t.> 
civilization. 


Though ho 
failed of a premiership, 
he 
ha= ! 


through no choice of his own, risen to greater height: 
of glory than Jie could have hoped to have attainei 
as the spokesman for the British government. 


OFFICIAL PUBLICITY CHEAPENED. 


There was. a time when a formal proclamation by 


the governor of Nebraska was an event of sufficient 
importance to concentrate public attention upon its 
subject matter and impress the minds of citizens and 
enlist their whole-hearted support for the thing in 
view. Nowadays a gubernatorial manifesto attracts so 
little notice that the majority of newspaper readers 
pass it by as something of small consequence. 


The reason for this indifference is that proclama- 


tions in this day and age come at the rate of about 
two or three a week, where formerly it was very rare 
occasion to have-one issued. The people have becomo 
surfeited with them, and as a uesult all such outgiv- 
ings made in the name of the governor—though ob- 
viously not written by him, as a rule—have just about 
the same effect as pouring water on a duck's ba?k. 
They are regarded as pure "publicity stuff in tho 
interest of the various projects with which they deal 
and the individuals and organizations promoting 
them. 


It seems to be expected of the state executive 


that he shall be a "good fellow" to everybody and lend 
.his official prestige to boosting'this, that and the 
other project which needs free advcrtising^The theory 
apparently is that people will help to forward some- 
thing on the governor's say-so when they wouldn't 
turn a, finger in its behalf otherwise. However, it is 
coming to be so well understood how these proclama- 
tions originate that nobody thinks of them any more 
as amending from the governor himself; and so the 
desired effect is lost. 


Quantity production of this kind of literature 


seems to have cheapened it considerably in late years. 
So many proclamations are prepetratcd that a. gov- 
ernor doesn't have time any more to scan th^m close- 
ly before signing liis name and giving them 'out to 
the newspapers. It has even become necessary for the 
governor to have on his office payroll one employe 
who spends most of the time writing proclamations 
or revising those that have been handed in by inter- 
ested outsiders. 


riomo of the effusions which have befn put out 


contain rediculous grammatical errors and his1ori?ti, 
inaccuracies which no one would attribute to the gov- 
ernor himself. For instance, in the "American edu- 
cation week" proclamation just issued, the prcambla 
of the state constitution of Nebraska is quoted, when 
it is clear that the intended reference was to the pre- 
amble of the federal constitution, as evidenced by 
this comment following: 


"At that time there was no free public .school 


system in the colonies or anywhere else on the globe." 


The constitution of Nebraska, as all well informed 


7th and SU; grade boys and girls in the state are 
aware, was-adopted in 1S67, three-quarters of a cen- 
tury after the "colonies" had passed out of existence. 
Also, the public school system had been in operation 
in this country for a hundred years, more or less, 
when our state government was founded. 


The question naturally 
suggests itself 
as 
to 


whether the chief executive of Nebraska would no], 
be justified in discontinuing the free publicity bureau 
whose operation tends thus to put him in an embar- 
rassing position.

connection with the Chest program was the wide- 
spread belief that,it \vould lead to extravagances in 
charitable, welfare and civic work undertaken. There 
was plenty of evidence from other cities, where bud- 
gets increased from 20 to 100 percent. It is to the 
credit of the administrative force of the Community 
Chest in Lincoln that this, same tendency has not 
developed in this city. All of the agencies under the 
Chest are engaged in worthy endeavors. There is no 
limit to the amount of work which they can do if th3y 
are permitted to expand without restriction. \Velfare 
•work peculiarly lends itself to indefinite r-xpansion. 
For that reason those in .charge of the Community 
Chest face a disagreeable job. They have to see that 
the various agencies supported by it do not overlap 
or- duplicate the efforts of each other. They have to 
have courage to put their foot down and 'to define 
the precise scope of each agency. This has boen ac- 
complished in Lincoln much better 
than 


cities. 


If the duplication and overlapping is eliminated. 


there can be no real objection raised to tho Com- 
munity Chest. It is the sane and sensible way of per- 
forming a. very necessary work in every community. 
Instead of a dozen or a score of solicitations for the 
various agencies which come under it; the business 
firms and. the individuals are bothered but one. Lin- 
coln should be quick to give the proper supcort to 
the Community Chest. Its record in the first three 
years entitles it to that confidence and faith.

PLANTING SWEET CLOVEH IN NEBRASKA. 
How- Nebraska agriculture is continuing to work 


Otit its own problems is indicated in the report of 
increasing acreages of sweet clover in this state. 
Since 1920 the land devoted to sweat clover has in- 
ci eased 71-i pere^cnt, figures compiled by the federal 
division of crop statistics show. 


It has only been in recent years that Nebraska 


fanners have given consideration to the- crop of s-veet 
closer. What patches existed were entirely volunteer. 
i:ut in the eastern and central counties in recent 
jtnrs, the farmers hava been 
bothered with 
the 


problem of revitallizin." the -soil. Continuous cultiva- 
tion of certain crops of grain had taken its strength 
and as a result there was an appreciably decrease in 
the yields. In 1920 there was but 30,277 r«cres of sweet 
clover in Nebraska/In 1925 the field en braced-245,994 
acres. That was a gain of over 100,009 acres in 1925, 
or 69 percent. 


Sweet clover has been found to be an excellent 


soil rcbuilder in addition to its value as pastur, hay. 
and feed. So while the farmers of Nebraska are pro- 
viding feed for their livestock- they are also putting 
their land in shape to bring forth abundantly. 


In no state in the union has there been more close 


attention given to the details of farming than in Ne- 
braska. That the adoption of scientific methpds pays 
well is evidenced by the rapid recovery which this 
state made from 1920 to 1925, and the generally pros- 
perous conditions existing in the agricultural regions 
at this time.

Believe In Powers. 


Falling: to establish his qualifica- 
tions for the chiropractic profeasior 
under Nebraska laws Edward K. 
Kusch of Jansen now comes out 
In che new role of a. divine healer 
and has enlisted the support of two 
Mennonite pastors and fifty mem- 
bers of their congregations thero 
in requesting the state public wel- 
fare department ' not to interfere 
with activities in that regard. 
Through a law firm at Beatrice, 
have been filed with Public Wel- 
fare Secretary Frost individual af- 
fidavits by Rev. D. A. Friesen/min- 
ifiter of the K. Mennonite church at 
Jansen, and Rev. David M. Duers- 
ken, pastor 
of 
the 
Defenseless 
Mennonite church, certifying- their 
Belief that Kusch possesses special 
healing 
power . g-iven by him bv 
Providence and asking that he be 
allowed to exercise them among the 


j.-eoplu of those sects without bein*; 
molested by civil authority. 
These 
statements are 
supple- 
mented by a collective 
affidavit 
bearing signatures of fifty aherenU 
of the two churches who certlfv 
that they know Kusch and regard 
him as "'specially endowed by Gou 
in the mutter of healing the sick 
without 
drugs 
and 
medicines.' 
Their memorial concludes with .1 
petition to the department to "per- 
mit him to practice amon^ us to 
give us relief, aid and assistance." 


Under Christian Science Statute. 
Whether the state can legally 
prevent Kusch from practicing on 
this basis is doubtful. As a 2hiro • 
praetor operating without a license 
lie would be subject to .prosecution; 
fcut as a religious haaler his case 
apparently comes under the same 
provision 
of 
law 
as 
Christian 
Science practitioners. 
This statute, 
enacted 
in 1921, 


provides that the usual regulations 
for the practice of medicine shall 
riot affect "the practice of their 
religious tenets by the members of 
any church." It is further i 
/ided 
that persons so practicing1 s ; ,1 not 
administer drugs or rned''cii 
"nor 
perform surgical operations. 
The laying on .of hands in ^ay 
way'mighl be construed as a physi- 
cal operation, and therefore unlaw- 
ful; 
so that if KKusch attempted 
to utilize any methods of manipu- 
Intion or rubbing:, similar to those 
employed by chiropractors and os- 
teopaths, he would be violating the 
law. 


Public Welfare Secretary Frost 


will advise Kusch's attorneys that 
so long as his practice is carried 
on in a legal manner the state will 
not interfere, hut that he must not 


hold himself out as a physician o 
surgeon, and it he Intends to oper 
ate as a religious or.faJth heale 
lie must confine himself strictly t 
that sphere. 


When JKusch applied last 
Jun 


to tajce the chiropractic examina 
tion he certified himself as a Brad 
uate of the Peerless ohiropracti 
college at Chicago. No such inst 
tutlon. has accredited standing m 
Nebraska. 
It 
furthermore 
ap 
peared from his application that h 
did not have a four 
year 
higl 
school course, or its equivalent, re 
quired by state law. 


• Secretary- Frost declined, unde 
these circumstances, to let 
Kusch 
take the examination. The Matter's 
attorneys wrote to Governor Me 
Mullen about the matter 
but 
hi 
referred them to the. public wel 
fare head. 


Kusch is 38 years old, has livec 
at Jansen about six years, is mar- 
ried and has seven children. • Ac- 
cording to the affidavits filed b> 
.the two 
Mennonite preachers 
a. 
Jansen,he holds membership . in 
both churches there, although they 
represent different branches of the 
sect. 
His fellow members who signed 


the affidavit in his .behalf 
attest 
that he Is "an honest citizen and a 
devout Christian."

Included in the first batch of de- 


cisions by the new Supreme court 
commission of Nebraska, made pub- 
lic Thursday, is one in the old suit 
brought by the Yellow Cab Co. to

The dispute between the two con-

Division No. 1 of the commission 


affirms the district court's finding, 
which denied the injunction on the

Ir. the Lancaster county com- 
pensation case of A. L. Stedniz vs. 
:he Independent Lumber & Coal Co.

2 reverses the District court judg- 
mont in-favor of the claimant and 
dismisses the proceeding. Stednitz

to his kick, else many of -his at- 
tempts will be blocked by linemen 
who have just gotten through tho 
line as he kicks the ball. In order 
to get heighth to 'a drop-kick, tho 
kicker's toe must 
strike the ball 
after it has risen several inches 
from the ground, rather than the 
instant it leaves the ground, as in

It is impos- 
sible for a lineman just breaking 
through to block such a kick. The

with a slight backward tilt, with 
laces in front of it, and drive the 
foot with a rigid ankle through 
It at the point indicated in the up-.
